It has uniformly 


been the result, where municipal' own- 
ership of'water has been attempted, 
without first eliminating private com- 
petition, that much' trouble and great 
loss occurred to the .city. 


Our city administration has not seen 


fit to Include in 'Its proposal to pur- 
chase a water plant the one in actual 
existence. Therefore were we to ac- 
quire a supply of water'from another 
source, we would at once and for years 
be up against fiercest competition. 


Can any sane person imagine that 


the city plant would begin to pay ex- 
penses under such competition? As- 
suredly not.

Another vital objection to this Bay 


Cities scheme is that It proposes 
to 


saddle upon all the taxpayers the cost 
of plant and Its maintenance, whether

Ing municipal ownership is to base the 
bonds issued upon the plant the bonds 
are designed to create, leasing free the 
public .credit. .'Then the .actual users 
of the plant would pay for it and its 
maintenance.

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Significance of thelnauguiration. 


The inauguration at Washington last Saturday is to be distinguish- 


ed from all preceding inaugurals, apart from the glittering pageantry 
which attended it, in several notable respects. 
It broke precedent at* 


several points, and is likely to be a mark of historical significance in our 
National annals. 


.Theodore Roosevelt is the first Vice-President who succeeded to 


the'Executive-chair by reason of the death of his predecessor to be 
elected. Two of our Presidents have died in office and three have been 
assassinated, but none of the men who served out their unexpired terms 
was ever elected or even nominated by his party till Mr. Roosevelt.: 
broke through what has been accounted a fatal bar to popular favor. 
He was not only renominated, but he was renominated by acclamation: 
Moreover, he virtually drew-the platform and programmed the conven- 
tion. The convention.even nominated his choice for Vice-President, 
a choice that had been authoritatively announced several weeks before 
the convention met. 


Mr. Rooseve'lt received the largest popular vote ever cast for a 


President; he received more Electoral votes than were given any pre- 
vious occupant of the White House; he carried more States, and re- 
ceived the largest majority in the history of the Republic. His hold 
on the confidence and the imagination of the people was shown by the 
fact that he ran ahead of the most popular Republican candidates for 
Congress and Governor in their respective districts and -States. 


The ceremonies incident to the inauguration were the most im- 


posing ever witnessed in the National' capital, and drew together the 
largest concourse ever assembled there. The military parade ex- 
ceeded in splendor any similar parade. For the first time in the history 
of the country there were bodies of native troops from distant island 
possessions—swarthy Porto Ricans and brown-skinned Filipinos. The 
military and naval branches of our great war college sent battalions 
of students to march in the President's honor. A great fleet, decorat- 
ed with flags and bunting, lay off the mouth of- the Potomac and thun- 
dered salute when Theodore Roosevelt was again sworn in as Presi- 
dent. 
. 


The Governors of nearly all the States-were present 
It was in- 


deed a splendid occasion, but its real splendor was more in what the 
scene typified than the surface magnificence which caught the eye and 
kindled the interest as-do all pictorial displays. The Nation was hon- 
oring the President just elected with such signal marks of public favor, 
and was at the' same time giving evidence of its vast potentialtity in 
wealth and power. The greatness of the office of Chief Magistrate 
was illustrated by the symbols of strength, exhibited not to hold any- 
body in check or to signify that anybody in this broad land was pver- 
awed, but as a voluntary manifestation of the. power of the people.. 


The occasion was no triumph for a conqueror, but an evidence of 


the loyalty of the people to the fundamentals of free government and. 
liberal institutions. President Roosevelt is honored because he repre- 
sents the ideal type of American citizen—fearless, incorruptible, ardent, 
patriotic, high-minded and energetic—and because he is the sworn and 
trusted defender of the principles :his countrymen cherish and the free 
institutions their fathers founded on this continent and -consecrated 
with their blood a,nd their devotion.

BaKour Still Holds on. 


The Balfour Government is again tottering to a fall, but'it has tot- 


tered nearly-to a fall so many times, only to come up smiling with its 
second wind, that it may seriously be doubted if it will be overthrown 
till a general election occurs by the legal limitation of the life of Parlia- 
ment. 
Balfour s latest trouble is caused by his attempt to thrust for- 


ward the Irish Home Rule issue—which is not very formidable as an 
issue, by the way—in order to obscure the fiscal issue and the tariff 
question with which it is intertwined. 


Chamberlain is said to. resent the attempt to sidetrack his scheme 


for a zollverein between Britain and her Colonies, and has given 
ominous signs of his displeasure. Yet it is difficult to see what Cham- 
berlain has to gain by assisting to hamstring the Conservative ministry, 
of which his son is a member. Balfour is simply playing the game 'of 
opportunism with the skill of a'juggler and. with as little rega,r.d to 
principle as marks Chinese diplomacy. He represents, the kind of con- 
servatism that opposes radical change, but is elastic enough, on occa- 
sion, and is pliable on all occasions. The Premier is not a man of 
conscience and idea.ls, like Gladstone, for instance, or of great ambi- 
tions and imperial policies like Disraeli, or of stern, footed class con- 
servatism like Salisbury. He regards politics/as a game of skill rather 
than a contest between opposing principles, or-policies and with him 
government is more of a matter of business than sentiment. 


He had as lief play with the hand of his opponents as .not and can 


frequently be found catering first to one side, then another. He looks 
at the tariff purely from the standpoint of expediency—political ex- 
pediency, and is as ready to be a protectionist as a free trader, only no 
one can ever tell which he will be or how long he will be for the one 
thing or the other. A popular majority is against him on general prin- 
ciples, but this majority is so incoherent and so divided within itself that 
it cannot muster sufficient strength in a parliamentary division to hurl 
him from power. So -Balfour continues to rule and play golf, and to 
laugh at his enemies. , He is a, superb tactician and not a bad adminis- 
trator by any means.

For Being Against the 


Bond Issue. 


Editor TRIBUNE: 
No question is 


settled until it is settled aright. 


Overshadowing a 
most important 


election hangs tne grim monster of a 
bonding scheme that purposes to en-, 
thrall the city of Oakland in' a 
ne- 


farious plan promising a great burden 
of debt, a- long period 
of 
excessive 


taxation and years 
of bitter 
legal, 


business and political strife. 


As a citizen and a person qualified 


to advise on a matter'of such stupen- 
dous importance, I ask the attention 
of readers to tlie following summary 
o£ the situation respecting the bonding 
of this city to acquire the semblance 
of that which we all .so earnestly de- 
sire in substance. 


We hear men speak lightly of bond- 


ing this city for $6,000,000. What does 
this mean? 


First: That we are to plunge this 


community into debt within 
twenty 


pet- cent of the limit of bonded in- 
debtedness. Should i this happen, what 
hope have we for a decade of being 
able to build a new City Hail; or im- 
prove our poor streets; or add to our 
beautiful city the necessary parks and 
boulevards to render this an inviting 
residence to prospective settlers? 


Second: 
That we add to an exces- 


sive tax rate of ?2.87 (already Increas- 
ed by the tax for school bonds) an 
amount that will surely react to ths 
debasement of real estate values, en- 
hance rent rates, and.decrease conse- 
quently the purchase power of a day's 
wages or other fixed income. 


Third: 
This bonding scheme prom- 


ises 'bitter legal strife that is destined 
to cost this city (and that means the 
taxpayers) many thousands' of;; dol- 
lars. 
' 
. '- • 


RAfES THE SAME. 


Fourth: 
Our water rates cannot be 


lessened as the present company must 
remain in the field as a competitor'and 
has a right under the law to have wa- 
ter rates fixed by the same City Coun- 
cil as shall also make the rate of the 
municipal plant. Can these author!-• 
ties make rates which shall be "fish 
for one and fowl for the other" of the 
two competing corporations? 


Fifth: 
Water rates are now includ- 


ed in the rent rates collected by land- 
lords. The tendency of rents is up- 
ward at the present time; 
with in- 


creased taxes on account of the pro- 
posed bonds, does anyone dare say that 
the rent rate will not be increased? 
and In all probability the water rate 
will be collected from the tenant In 
addition to the increased rent. 


Sixth: 
Property 
must 
inevitably 


suffer a depreciation on account of lack 
of buyers and a live market in realties 
—-a tax-ridden community sooner 
or 


later is bankrupted by an excessive 
tax rate. Many property holders', even 
now struggling to keep their property 
will suffer loss of home or investment 
under foreclosure or the auctioneer's 
hammer. 


MENACE TO PEACE. 


From a -business standpoint, there- 


fore, to enter at this time upon./a'bond 
issue of $6,000,000/ means prolonged 
financial distress and inevitable 'dis- 
aster to city and people. 


These reasons alone are sufficient to 


deter the least thoughtful among us 
from entering upon an 
undertaking 


fraught with such menace to the peace 
and prosperity of the city-of-our home. 


But tb«-e are other reason's for re- 


jecting tne proposed Bay Cities plan, 
and I undertake to put these as cori- 
•cisely as. possible. 


1. The plan of the Bay Cities is a 


cheap and impractical one, conceived 
in the minds of a corporation and urg- 
ed upon the city of Oakland by every 
trick1 and device known to capitalized 
companies and sustained by arguments 
that are specious and tainted 
with 


bribery. 


Under 
such circumstances Is .It 


strange that the people should be sus- 
picious and alert, and, as time ad- 
vances, more and more determined to 
defeat the perpetration of 
an 
in- 


iquitous deal? 


UNKNOWN REGION. 


2. The Bay Cities plan proposes to 


get water .from an unknown region, 
where the conditions for supply 
are 


doubtful, if not absolutely poor, both 
as to quantity and quality, and one 
in which these conditions are deterior- 
ating rather than improving. •• 


You.know what happened to Jack 


and Jill—and If this city Is going to 
follow the example of -this - shallow 
:p*ated pair we apprehend the same dis- 
astrous consequence. 


3. It is a part of this plan to con- 


vey water of doubtful 
quality 
and 


quantity to the corporate limits of 
Oakland through a wood-stave pipe, 
that readily propagates every form of 
bacteria, and by decay and polutlon 
adds to an already infected water, sup- 
ply, the germs.of typhoid fever, ma- 
laria, la grippe and kindred, diseases. 
Is Oakland prepared to "invite such 
calamity—a calamity that. will entail 
untold suffering and death, and at the 
same time Impede the city's growth' 
and prosperity?

It is proposed to 
construct reservoirs upon plans that do 
not recommend themselves, except per- 
haps, to the -Bay Cities Water Com- 
pany and their board of 
engineers. 


This same board, under direction of 
this same water company, recommends 
the omission from the original plans 
of filter reservoirs which will tend to 
further cheapen the plant. 


WOOD STAVE PIPE. 


There might in some cases be an ex- 


cuse for using wood-stave pipe 
for 


conveying .water or sewage—water for 
Irrigating purposes or water 
power 


may be so conveyed, perhaps to ad- 
vantage and especially when the needs 
are of a temporary or -urgent nature. 
Wood-stave pipe can be quickly con- 
structed and is a. cheap substitute for 
Iron pipe, but It Is unfit for high pres- 
sures, cannot be depended upon as de- 
cay sets in immediately and is a con- 
stant sourcs of annoyance 
and 
ex- 


pense. 


In conclusion, the 
report of the 


board of engineers. deserves some at- 
tention. 


This board spent several days—three 


or four—In going; over a 
diversified 


region 85 square miles In extent, and 
in that time they observed the char- 
acter • of the numerous 
water-sheds, 


the nature of the sal}, which they say 
is unfit for cattte talture; but Is ex- 
cellent for drinking purposes; 
they 


counted up the number of dwellers In 
those 85 square miles, and decided that 
few live there and others will 
keep 


away; the streams were seen to be full 
of water—and -what streams of North- 
ern California have hot 
been well 


supplied this season?—the rainfall was. 
taken from data" furnished >by the Bay 
Cities Company, and where data were' 
lacking this board supplied its own 
hypothetical estimates. 


Now I say that all these conclusions 


are unscientific, unreliable and unpro- 
fessional. To recommend to a muni- 
cipality to invest $6,000,000 in a. water 
plant that offers no better security or 
no more feasible and reliable plans is 
the part either of incompetent or un- 
scrupulous advisers. 


Let me quote the oxact language of 


the report of,this boar} jt engineers: 


"The great percentage of" total . 


run-off, during normal years, oc- 
curs in the months of March and - 
•April." 
" 
. 
• 


Schr-ol children, -generally, under- 


stand that March and April are - the 
months when the streams are- full 
without being informed by an 'august 
board of engineers. 


"There are no long-time, con- 


tinuous records existing for thesa 
exact areas; but, during the sea- 
son of 1903 and 1904, a very care- 
ful record of rainfall wos~kept by • 
the Bay Cities Water Company at' 
-t«venty-nine well distributed gaug- 
ling stations therein." 
These statements are 
evidently 


facts, but the reliability of ; exparte 
records ought never to form-the basis 
of scientific ' conclusions; no' court 
would accept such evidence. 


"The flashy character of the run- 


off is due to the thin soil covering, 
of the water-sheds, the average 
steepness of their slopes, ana -the 
fact that the major portion of the 
.season's rainfall come* u storm* 


and' not as" frequent showers." 


3HOWEBS. 


Bverjfbody knows that most of Cali- 


fornia's rains come In storms and not 
as frequent showers. 
The 
"flashy 


character" of these conclusions Is due 
to thin-skinned intellect. 


What better evidence than.the above 


quotations do we need to show that 
the basis and the conclusions of this 
report are misleading and unscientific 
—they are unworthy of men supposed 
to be qualified by education and ex- 
perience to probe such matters and to 
furnish reliable information instead of 
dealing In hypothetical Instances and 
sophomorean truisms,

AMATEUR FIGHTS SCHEDULED! 


President Bert of the Pacific Coast 


Baseball League has called a special 
meeting of the magnates to be held 
next Tuesday evening in San Francis- 
co, to discuss the proposition offered 
by "Tip" O'Neill and Howard' Griffith, 
w>o journeyed out here from the East 
for'the purpose of requesting that ar- 
rangements be made .whereby the 
Coast league come 
to some under- 


standing with the other clubs in the A 
class to protect themselves against the 
drafting evil. 


Following Is the reasons issued to 


the .press by the delegation as to why 
the A clubs should combine: 


At present the major leagues each 


fall have the right to draft two players 
from each "class A" club (the stars of 
the teams), and pay in return therefor 
1750 apiece. 
These stars are drafted 
on the 1st of September, and 
both 
players and the public know they are 
going three months before the season 
ends. 
This has a disastrous effect 


both on the ball club and the public, 
In order to avoid this unwarranted 
.taking of the cream of a ball club for 
a. mere pittance It has necessitated the 
selling by clubs of their two best men 
tn order to obtain adequate compensa- 
tion for them. /Then, later, the major 
leagues come along and draft the two 
bsst players that remain, resulting in 
the loas of the four best men in a club. 
It may be possible to fill a single gap 
In a team, but, as every one knows, It 
Is utterly impossible to fill four such 
gaps, and a championship 
club 
Is 


dragged out of first place to the sec- 
ond division, and is lucky If it does 
not finish the following season a tall- 
•nder. 


Under such conditions the property 
rights of a ciub owner in the minor 
leagues are without protection and at 


the mercy of the major leagues. 
In order to remedy these Inequitable 


conditions, the minor leagues, at New 
York, last October, proposed that the 
national agreement be 
amended so 
that the major leagues should be lim- 
ited in thejr right of draft to one play- 
er from "class AA" and pay 
$1500 


therefor, this "class AA" being a spe- 
cial classification created for the Pa- 
cific-Coast League, to which the East- 
ern League and the American Associa- 
tion have since been advanced. "Class I 
A" was then to comprise the Western ' 
and Southern leagues, and, it was pro- 
posed that their .draft should be limit- 
ed to two men and the price to be fixed 
at 51000. 
The minor leagues 
.even I 


went so far as. to say to the major! 
leagues, "You may take these men at | 
the close of our respective seasons and | 
try them out until, the 1st of the fol-] 
lowing May without the payment of a! 
dollar, and If they tlo not prove satis-1 
factory 
return 
them. 
We 
would I 
rather have the men than the money, ! 
for if the "player makes good 'and is | 
retained his place cannot be filled for i 
several thousand dollars." 
The-minor 


leagues want to "keep their stars; 
It | 
Isn't a question of money with them. 


Upon the'presentation of these draft 
proposals to the American League at 
its annual meeting in December they 
were rudely rejected. 
The National 


League, .at Its annual meeting, one 
week later adopted them unanimously. 


The question was then fought out at 


the annual meeting of the National 
Commission In Cincinnati In January, 
and Ban Johnson, president 
of 
the 


American League, again refused 
to 


grant the draft proposals, jbut agreed 
to submit them to his league at 
the 


joint schedule meeting, held in New 
York City two weeks ago. 
At that 


meeting the National 
League « again 
adopted the draft proposals, but Ban 
Johnson and his American League re- 
mained obdurate.

ADDRESS AGAINST BONDS. 


They Say the Bay Cities Scheme Will In- 


volve the City in Disaster By Increas- 


ing Taxes and Driving Capital 


Away— Plant Will Not Pay. 


Tie !ea(Jlng real estate firms in 


Oakland ha\e Joined in issuing the 
following address setting forth their 
reasons for opposing the proposed wa- 
te- bond issue 


"The question -whether or not 
the 


city should bond itself for about 36,- 
000,000 to acquire a municipal water 
supply lg one of the utmost import- 
ance. 
It affects all classes of this 


community, owners of real' estate, im- 
proved or unlmprcrved, owners of per- 
sonal property, tenants who own no 
property, all the borrowing and lend- 
ing classes, indeed, everybody tvlthin 
our corporate limits. 
It not 
only 


affects all these directly, but Indirect- 
ly, as it may affect the future pros- 
perity and welfare of the city It is of 
the utmost consequence to their in- 
terests.

"The undersigned are 
real 
estate 
\ dealers As such and as a part of 
{ heir business, they are familiar with 


the value of properties they are in 
constant 
touch and 
communication 


with the- borrowing and the

classes, nnd they understand, as It is 
their business to understand, the ef- 
fect, favorable or unfavorable, which 
any plan dnvolving the citj of Oak- 
land, as this proposes to do, may have 
upon the future ot the municipality. 


"We here declare to our fellow-citi- 


zens that the effect of this bond prop' 
osltlon, if carried, upon them and upon

"Having thus stated our belief, we 


Invite your consideration to a few of 
the reasons upon which that belief 
rests 


1.—THE AMOUNT OF WATER. 
"It is said that Oakland will receive 


a supply from the Bay Cities' source 
of 20,000,000 gallons per 
day, but, 


clearing away all legal difficulties and 
all engineering features, no one pre- 
tends, not even the engineers nor the 
Bay Cities Company itself, to guar- 
antee that any such supply can be ob- 
tained. It is conceded that the data 
as to rainfall upon the area of the wa- 
tershed is wholly incomplete and al- 
most totally lacking 
The report of 


the engineers recently employed 
was 


admittedly hurriedly made 
Mr Des- 


mond Fitzgerald, an engineer of higb 
standing to whom this city paid $2500 
for h's services in this verj 
matter, 


stated that there was not 
sufficient 


available data to Justify assumption 
that there would be sufficient water, 
and condemned it as to quality of wa- 
ter, and as to structural features of 
the work. Mr Fitzgerald, in his re- 
port, stated that a proper examination 
of a question so vital to the city would 
require months of time. It Is admit- 
ted that the engineers spent four days 
Bvon^tb* watershed. 


II.—QUALITY OF W^TER. 


"Mr Fitzgerald declared that 
he 


could not approve of the quality of the 
water which might be delivered from 
this source. No answer that we ha\e 
ever seen has ever been made to this, 
saving a statement by Mr. BeaJe of the 
Bay Cities Company to the effect that 
th« same objection would 
apply 
to 


new water from whatever source the 
city proposed to obtain it. 


Ill,—LEGAL OBJECTIONS. 


"There is no one that will not say 


that the buslness-hke method of pro- 
cedure in a case like this would be for 
the seller to prove what he has, to 
make an offer of property with rn'er- 
ehantable title, and then call upon the 
buyers to say whether or not they are 
willing to pay for it the pnce asked. 
In this case the remarkable request is 
made of our citizens that they shall 
vote all of these bonds, and after vot- 
ing them a contract shall be drawn up 
between 
the 
parties 
Ever} body 


knows that fierce and protracted liti- 
gation is certain to follow the attempt 
of the Bay Cities Company to divert 
any of these waters. The Spring Val- 
ley "Water Company of San Francis- 
co, 
c. 
$50 000.000 
corporation, 
has 


served its notice upon the Bay Cities 
Company and upon the city of Oak- 


which meets the approval of the legal' 
advisers of the city, that the voters 
should be given an 
opportunity to 


study the terms and conditions of this 
contract and thus be enabled to vote 
Intelligently upon the question 
Only 


by this method can they vote Intel- 
ligently upon it 
This Is what you 


would do in your private affairs, this 
Is what we would do in our private 
affairs. The endeavor fo 
have 
the 


bond election precede the framing of 
the contract Is Itself sufficient to the 
thinking man to condemn the 
whole 


proposition, for, after the bonds are 
voted and after we have thus lost the 
right of control In the matter, 
who 


can tell what sort of contract will be 
entered into, -who can say how pru- 
dently matters will be managed who 
will guarantee that our rights will be 
safeguarded, and that there will not 
be a careless, or reckless, or wanton 
dissipation of the city's money' The 
temptation will be great and the peo- 
ple will have lost the power to put any 
effective check upon It. 


IV,—A COMPETITIVE SUPPLY. 
"The proposition involves the ac- 


quisition by the city of a water supply 
while the existing Contra Costa Water 
Company is still In the field. In other 
words, the city proposes to enter into 
competition with the 
existing com- 


pany. As to this It has been said by 
the Bay Cities Company that by so do- 
ing the city of Oakland will reap an 
enormous profit. To this the public 
question was asked of the president of 
the company, why,^ If that were so, 
they did not proceed with their works, 
themselves enter the field as competi- 
tors, and thus reap this large 
profit 


themselves' No answer to this very 
pertinent question has ever been made, 
and yet the common sense of everyone 
of us tells us that, If there were any 
assurance of profit in the expenditure 
of this amount of money and the en- 
tering into competition -with an exist- 
ing supply, 
the 
promoters of 
the 


scheme, being men of financial stand- 
ing and men who do not pretend to he 
actuated by benevolent or philan- 
thropic motives, would develop their 
own properties and reap these enor- 
mous profits. But Just what, from 
common sense standpoint, will this 
competition 
mean' 
It 
will mean, 


without 
at 
present 
going 
into

It will mean, therefore, the necessary 
establishment of a water rate not less 
than the present one It means that 
every dollar of this amount which Is 
not raised from the revenue of the wa- 
ter company will have to be raised by 
general taxation. So far as the Con- 
.tra Cost* Company is concerned, we 
will say that the effect of such com- 
petition will be the destruction of its 
stock values 
We will concede, if you 


please, as a business proposition, that 
It will mean that the bond holders 
w ill take over the property, but when 
that time comes what has been ac- 
complished 
Great loss will have fal- 


len upon the stockholders, it is trne, 
but the Contra Costa properties are 
still there and still supplying the city 
of Oakland. The bonded indebtedness 
of the Contra Costa Is 53,500,000 The 
bonded Indebtedness of the city of 
Oakland upon this plant will be $6,- 
000,000 
As a business proposition let 


us ask you how successfully 
can a 


concern in which $6,000,000 is Invested 
compete with another which can gup- 
ply exactly the same goods and per- 
form Just as good a service, and upon 
which the private owners, economical- 
ly administering it, need to get a re- 
turn upon only 53,600,000' To 
this 


question let answer be made by the 
water supply committee of the present 
Council, which' 
comprised Messrs 


Howard, Dornin, Cuve'Uer, Pendleton 
and Elliot. In their report of January 


18th, 
1904, they say: 
"Do the electors, 


who are property owners desire to 
mortgage their property for the sum 
of $6,000,000 to embark Itl a struggle 
of Indefinite length with an established 


Tie of Its property, or as to the rates of

We believe that the city's power should 
not be used for such purpose, and at 


rm» sncn • stiuggie CM MM to tM 
city would meet ltd compensation In 
the reduction of the total cost for wa- 
ter furnished to the consumers ?; It Is 
doubtful whether, at the end of a year 
tbls would be the sentiment of the tax- 
payers. But assume It to be true, what 
provision could be made to meet a cer- 
tain and a large deflclt oat of tbe city's 
total revenue, which In 1903 was $71»,- 
566.40, and o fwhlch $413,19030 was 
absorbed In wages and salaries, leaving 
a balance of only $300,000, that was 
found to be utterly Inadequate for the 
other and pressing needs of the city.' 


"Upon this bonded Indebtedness of 


$6,000,000 the city must provide 4 pet 
cent for interest and »H per cent for 
bond redemption. The deterioration of 
the plant, as testified by the engineers, 
amounts to 2^4 per cent more, and this 
requires that provision should be made 
In some way for that, or at the end of 
40 years the plant Is worn out. No one 
pretends to say that a public concern 
Is operated as cheaply as a private 
concern, and the operating expenses 
of the existing company are aworn to 
lats $177,002.13. Every new house built 
within the 
city lg entitled to mu- 


nicipal water, If there be municipal 


land that it claims all of the waters i concern for a division of its business, 
and will. In every wa>, assert Its rights 
to them. The only answer which the 
Bay Cities Company makes to this is 
that they expect such litigation, to go 
ahead, they are prepared to defend it. 
It thus appears that the city of Oak- 
land is asked to bond itself for $6.- 
000,000 to buj law suits, the outcome 
of which no one will guarantee. 
We 


gay, therefore, upon this point that the 
only proper method of presenting the 
question to the voters of Oakland, be- 
fore they are asked to vote away their 
own and the city's credit. Is that a 
spec!Be contract should be drawn up 
t« which th« Bay Cities asserts and 


that yield in the gross only 
$600,000 


per annum' The private corporation 
may be forced to suspend dividends 
and to default in the inteerst on its 
bonds. It may go through the process 
of a receivership and a reorganiza- 
tion, emerging with a reduced capital- 
ization 
and 
a lower 
indebtendess, 


but although the share value may be 
wiped out and the bond value may be 
decreased, the plant and the system 
will still be In existence, a standing 
menace to anyjslmilar Investment on 
the part of the city. Nor, because of 
a disagreement between the citizens 
and the water aampaay a* to UM vat-

IMPOSSIBILITY 
OF OTHErVH? 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


"There are other considerations of 


Importance that need only to be sug- 
gested. 
This 
proposed 
bonded in- 


debtedness, with the bonds now out- 
standing, will practically exhaust tie 
bonding capacity of the city, which, 
being 16 per 
cent 
upon $61,000,000, 


amounts to but $7,850,000. When the 
limit of Its borrowing capacity *is thus 
reached, there IB an end for a genera- 
tion to come of any prospect of,the ac- 
quisition of parks, of the improvement 
of the sewer system, or of the erection 
of .suitable municipal public buildings. 


VI, TAXES, 


'The present tax rate of the City of 


Oakland is $2 89, the city rate belngl 
$1 26, the county rate $1.63. With this! 
extremely Mgh percentage, drawn from 
a valuation of $61,000,090, this city hasi 
never yet been able to take proper care 
of Its streets, to develop Its sewere, or 
to construct creditable public build- 
ings. Yet It should be observed that 
this tax ra^e Is nearly 3 per cent, and 
Is quite as high a rate of Interest as 
government bonds bear. Or, to not It 
in another way, If a mac's house is as-i 
sessed for two, three, four or five thon* 
sand dollars, It requires the saving^ 
bank Interest upon an equal rum ot 
money to maintain his home, that Is to. 
say, to pay his taxes and Insurance., 
The consequences which follow a high] 
tax-rate should be apparent to every-) 
one 
It Is not alone that the owner 


of the property has to pay this high' 
tax-rate, but the very fact that the* 
tax is high depresses the value of all 
real es-t^te, since It presents no tempt- 
ing offer to a man to be told that be- 
fore he can look for any return from 
the land that he buys It must bring In 
some way three per cent for taxes. It 
means further that the Interest to ev- 
ery borrower upon real estate Is made 
correspondingly high, since every lend- 
er of money, In fixing his rate of Inter- 
est, provides that 
In some way the 


borrower 
shall ^pay the taxes upon 


It. It means to the man who rents his 
house that his rents are higher, be- 
cause In that way the owner compels) 
him to pay the taxes. It means, for 
the same reason that men looking 
to engage In business or manufacture! 
will be discouraged by such a tax-rate, 
and will turn their attention to other 
localities 
All these are the very ob- 


vious effects of an excessive tax-rate, 
but what will fallow as 
If such a competition as tmit proposed 
shall be entered Into by the city' Let 
this question again be answered by an 
extract from the same report of the 
Council Committee, above quoted- 


"The 
results that would logically 


follow from such business rivalry are: 
"'1. A DIVISION OF THE BUSINESS' 


" It Is safe to assume that tbe Con- 


tra Costa Company would lose the 
trade now controlled Vj> the City Gov- 
ernment As to the domestic supply, 
the trade would follow the lower cost. 
Civic pride will be captured br the 
cheaper water 
There would be a pri- 


vate corporation fighting for Its life, 
and that would use methods to retain 
business that this community would be 
loath to trust to City officials operat- 
ing through employes whose governing 
sentiments would be absolutely Indif- 
ferent. 
Under such circumstances It 


would toe an exaggeration to assume 
that the city could take away from the 
present company more than fifty per 
cent of the volnme, which averages 
about 10,000,000 gallons per day 


"II. 
SLAUGHTERING OF RATES.' 


" 'The private water company would 


set the pace for the city, and In order 
to get business the city would be com-, 
pelled to follow, if not to offer the In- 
ducement of lower rates 
The average 


rate received by the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company in 1902 was, as nearly as 
may be determined, about 16H cents j 
per 1000 gallons 
It Is safer to say 


that, under the fierceness of rivalry, 
the average rate would 
drop to at 


least 10 cents per 1000 gallons, for du- 
ring the war between Oe Contra Cos- 
ta and the Oakland Companies It went 
far below tbat flgnre. With these as- 
sumptions, which are too favorable to 
the city, we have a positive business of 
6,000,000 gallons per day, which, at 10 
cents per 1000 would yield a gross In-1 
come of $500 per 
day, 
$182,500 per; 


year, with which to meet fixed charges j 
In the beginning of $S»0,000 per annum, 
plus operating expenses and renewals. 
tt i* a sufficient answer to aay that da- 


water, and provision mast be made. 
.therefore, for renewals and extensions. 
By these figures, therefore, it Is con- 
servative to say that the city must 
moke an Income from the property of 
at least $600,000 a year. To construct 
Its distributing plant means the tear- 
Ing up of 300 miles of onr streets to 
parallel existing pipes, and cross-con- 
nections by the thousands to enter the 
houses. 
What effect this will hare 


upon residence property Is a question 
each onejnay answer for himself. But 
of the $800,000 revenue which must tie 
drawn from the plant to moke It sup- 
porting, how much, under competition, 
can the city expect to get? The above

Ing of Increasing the outlay one-third 
This was all the more to be deplored 
when as held the two dollars allowed 
were in excess of the sum at which 
plenty of ' labor ' could now be pro- 
cured. 


AFFECT ALAMEDA COUNTV. 
Of course, If the bill in question af- 


fects Sacramento county In the man- 
ner Indicated, It will also affect Ala- 
meda county. 
There Is no doubt however, about 
Its affecting the wages of temporary 
employes of Oakland and the State. 


The bill, when It came from the As- 


sembly, failed to pass Jn the Senate. 
On reconsideration, ho^wever, and » 
hard fight In Its behalf by Senator 
Savage, the measure went through. 


VIEWS OF SENATORS. 


A number of Senators say they vot- 


ed for the measure because they did 
not want to experience the annoyance 
of being charged with hostility to a 
liberal wage for the toiler. Others said 
It would have to pass the scrutiny of 
Governor Pardee, while others, 
still, 


held that it would not stand a test In 
the courts. 


MONEY FOR PORTLAND FAIR. 
The money appropriated, by the Leg- 
islature for tte California exhibit at 
the Lewis and Clark Exposition 
at 


Portland Is now In the hands, or under 
the control of Governor Pardee. The 
total appropriation was $90,000 and of 
this amount $218 has already been ex- 
pended. The rest, amounting to $89,- 
782 has been turned over to his Ex- 
cellency in three warrants upon the 
State Treasurer. 


OLD TRIBUNE ATTACHR. 


Hev. Charles ,L. Mlel, rector of St. 


Paul's parish. Sacramento, and for- 
merly an attache of THE TRIBUNE, 
will leave for New York In a few days 
to be absent about a mon)U>.

TWO APPROPRIATIONS. 


There will be Improvement of some 


kind made to tbe Capitol, before the 
next Legislature assembles. The ex- 
tent of the work, however, will depend 
upon the amount of money which the 
Governor thinks the State can spare 
for' the purpose. His Excellency will 
have two.bllls before him, one by Sen- 
ator McKee and the other by Repre- 
sentative Lynch. The former provides 
for an appropriation of MB2.926, which 
wll| enable the building of galleries 
from Assembly and Senate, Into the 
library, finishing the attic which now 
has the appearance of a cave, renovat- 
ing the entire structure, perfecting the 
plumbing and sanitary arrangements 
ind supplying new elevators and heat- 
Ing and ventilating systems. 
The Lynch bill provides for an ap- 


propriation 'of $170,57S only, and this 
will certainly be made available by the 
Governor If the greater appropriation 
should prove too heavy a draft upon 
the resources of the State. 


At the same time, on appropriation 


will be available for the painting of 
the exterior of the structure, In which 
$25,000 will be expended. An Impres- 
sion obtains that the Governor will fa- 
vor the expenditure of the greater sum 
because the smaller one would only 
Indefinitely postpone changes* In the 
building which ought long ago to have 


their wallets, so to speak, and advised the 


I solicitors to have the probation officers 
paid by the county 
The solicitors re- 
ferred to had been able to raise money 
enough to go around only among a few 
probation officers, but these officers were 
unable to care for tt tithe of the budding 
bad boys and girls whom the courts wefu 
endeavoring to Induce lo abandon a life ot 
crime. This led to the conclusion that 
small -army of officers mould be re- 
quired to do the probation work In San 
Francisco and that Idea led to the hostil- 
ity of the metropolis against the measure.

It may be that they do not 
fully believe in the inspiration of the 
scriptures, but they accept this state- 
ment, and it may >be also that they do 
not accept our belief in the existence 
of God. However, they stand with us 
in a firm belief in a part of this scrip- 
ture which Is my text. Certainly it is 
appointed unto man once to die. but 
after this the Judgment, this is the 


whole text. It Is a startling anounce- 
ment.- 


REASON FOR INDIFFERENCE. 
"Why is there apparent indifference 


to a theme" of sucn great .Importance? 
I think I know the reason. 
Distance

as" distance in space. We go out into 
the open air on a clear summer night 
and see In the distance w-hat seems to 
be a thin, fleecy cloud, but we'

told by the scientists that It is the 
Milky Way, and he Informs us. that the 
Milky Way is a/multitude of worlds 
many of them larger • than our own, 
croiinorl together in the distance and

space Is so great. 


"Distance in time has the same ef- 


fect upon us. If it could be certain!} 
proven that before tomorrow morning 
comes we should stand in the judgment 
for- our sins, the unsaved people would 
scarcely sleep, or If it could be proven 
that before the year ends we should 
meet Him against whom we have sin- 
ned we would hardly turn again to oui 
business until the question of Salva- 
tion was settled, but no one can prove 
to the contrary. It may be that -be- 
fore another day. is born we shall look 
into His face whose 
love we 
have 


scorned and whose offer of Salvation 
we have neglected. 
What a change 


there would be, therefore, in our liv- 
ing If we would but believe in the un- 
certainty of time, the possible immi- 
nence of death and the absolute cer- 
tainty that the sinner must meet Him 
againac whom he has sinned. 


"There are certain1 reasons why the 


subject of the Judgment is a striking 
one. 


I.—A PERSONAL JUDGMENT. 
"It is personal. . I doubt not there 
are many people whose eyes may light 
upon this message who know of dear 
ones who would willingly die for them. 
That one mig-rit be your mother, your 
wife,: your friend, but no one of: them 
could stand before God in_your behalf. 
The judgment is very personal. 


A MOTHER'S LOVE. 


"Not long ago in the city of New 


York an old Irish woman, whose boy 
had become an inebriate, in whose be- 
half she had tolled year, in and year 
out, said to her son: 
'I can stand it no 


longer. 1 think if you could go to the 
Islands and get away frnm your evil 
companions for awhile, K could save 
money and then we could-work togeth- 
er again, so that you might -be freed 
from this awful curse.' 
So she took 


him into court. Just as the boy. was 
about to be sent away she arose in 
the courtroom and said: 
'Tour Honor, 


I cannot let him go, he is my only boy. 
and it would kill me.' She walked to 
the front of the courtroom as if to pull 
her boy away, and she fell upon her 
knees, and then upon her face. 
They 


picked her up and carried 'her from 
the room and when they, bent over her 
in the outer room she was dead. There 
are many boys in this world the ob- 
ject of love like this, but even such a 
mother could not stand for her chil- 
dren at the judgment. It Is very per- 
sonal.

Christ. The man who declares that he 
is not a Christian because he is not 
good enough should read the scriptures 
where it'is declared, 'The whole have 
no need ol a physician, but they that 
are sick.' While the man who affirms 
that he is out of the church because 
there are hypocrites in it is stating 
what he does not believe, at least doep 
not practice In every-day life. 
There 


is hypocrisy everywhere, but the pres- 
ence of hypocrisy proves that which is 
genuine. Granted the fact that there 
are hypocrites in 
the 
church, 
and 


doubtless there are, the faith in your 
mother, the lovely character of your 
wife, and the sweet Influence of that 
saint \vhom you have.known in other 
days which was truly an inspiration 
—these are examples, which in your 
heart of hearts, far outweigh the evil 
influence of the hypocritical follower of 
Christ.

I 
hayeonlytosaythat.it still does, not 
hold, for there was a time in that man's 
life when God said, 'Stop,' and -he went 
on when ^he.bade him turn to the right 
and. he went'to the'left' and his con- 
science became seared' as with a hot 
Iron, but -he has to do with One who 
.calls .men from their graves, and who 
can say to his-conscience 'Stand forth,' 
and irr'the .presence of -conscience" the 
wicked shall be condemned.
